A Naval Keminiscence. 
Admiral Purviance, who died on 
Saturday, was a gallant and famous 
naval commander, but none of his ex- 
ploits will be longer remembered than 
his capture of the Confederate priva- 
teer Petrel.

The 
Petrel was a rakish and smart schooner 
of the revenue marine that the Confed- 
erates had seized in Charleston harbor 
and fitted out for privateering service. 
Capt. Purviance espied her off Charles- 
ton bar, bravely flying the new colors, 
and knowing that his ship could not 
run her down in a chase, he tried stra- 
tegy. The ports of the old St. Law- 
rence were closed, her light-r spars 
were housed, and she was made to 
look like a merchant vessel, at the 
same time showing the national colors. 
The Petrel imagined that she had an 
easy prize. She was run close under 
the broadside of the frigate and her 
commarder was about to summon the 
latter to surrender, when Capt. Purvi- 
ance run out his guns and had the en- 
emy entirely at his mercy. He took 
the Petrel captive, and as she had been 
the first of the Confederate privateers, 
his achievement was greatly applauded 
by the Union loyalists, and helped to 
stimulate the war feeling in the North, 
not the less so because Capt. Purviance 
was a Southerner by birth and a long 
line of ancestry.—{ Baltimore Amer- 
ican.

There is something besides a_his- 
torical value to this table. Its figures 
are full of promise fora Republican 
victory in 1884 Let us subject it to 
a bit of analysis. Nobody doubts 
that with a proper candidate, properly 
nominated, on arioging platform of 
fadvanced Republicanism, 
lican party can carry in 1884 the States 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan and 
Massachusetts, which are here assigned 
to the Democratic column. Between 
them, under the new apportionment, 
which the Sun uses as the basis of cal- 
culation, these four States will possess 
eighty votes in the next electoral col- 
lege. Substracting these eighty votes 
from the Democratic eclumn and 
adding themtothe Republican column, 
the tutals are changed to 218 Demo- 
cratic votes and 183 “Republican votes.

Notice further, that the 
Republicans can lose. either one of 
these three States, gaining the other 
two, and. still have a majority in the 
college. This is giving New York, Ne- 
vada, California and New Jer sey to the 
Democrats—in every one of which 
States the Republicans can win a vic- 
tory in 1884, if they previously prove 
that they deserve to win it. On the 
whole the outlook is not so discourag- 
ing as some of the good people who 
thought before election that everv- 
thing depended on the success of 
Judge Folger would have us believe. 
The reapportionment has made it pos- 
sible to elect a Republican President 
without the aid of New York’s thirty- 
six votes. On the other hand, the de- 
feat of Judge Folger, accomplished as 
it was, has nade it possible to control 
these thirty-six New York votes for 
the right kind of a Republican Presi- 
dential candidate.

A Requirement that Safety Demands 
on Buena Vista Street,
